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A Mouse-Like Congress 


O 


F the recent unwept session of congress, which has now 


happily become history, The New York Globe offers the 


following comment: 
The first extraordinary session (it was that in more ways; 


than one) of the Sixty-seventh congress came to an unwept end; 
on Thanksgiving Eve. The session was called to pass a tariff 
law and a revenue law, and it has done both, if the Fordney 
emergency measure may be considered a tariff law. Other 
measures, as listed by the optimistic Mr. Mondell, Republican 
leader in the lower house, included the peace resolution, the 
anti-beer bill, and the immigration resti-iction act, three bits of 
legislation about as bungling as any congress in recent years has 
had the heart to go thru with. Distinct gains ai-e the maternity 
bill, which would provide funds for the development of public 
health work for women and children, and possibly the packers 
control act, altho the latter was so emasculated by the packers' 
friends that it hardly does what its title indicates. 


Of its two principal acts congess has made a horrible mess, j 


The Fordney tariff, if committed by private persons, would be' 
v§ry properly characterized as a conspiracy in restraint of trade. 
The tax bill is not satisfactory even to the men who poncocted 
and voted for it. Senator Smoot, voting in the affirmative, said 
that "there are rates in here that are discriminatory and un- 
just." "Can any one," he demanded, "defend the relesaing of 
the tax on billiard balls" Attacks were made on the bill by 
Democrats on the ground that it relieved the corporations of 
burdens they ought to bear, and by the Republicans on the 
ground that the 50 per cent, surtax still grinds the faces of the 
rich. The results of this session, in short, are most mouse-like in 
comparison with that mighty laboring of the mountain which 
last fall brot the Harding administration into being. 


The Rift In Jhe Entente 


'T^HE iron hoop which bound France and England together 
} JL during the war and the years just preceding the war was 
the fear 'of Germany. It is natural that since Germany is no 
longer to be feared, except by those who see things at night, the 
alliance should begin to slip apart. 


With Germany out of the way the aims of England and 
Prance are no longer identical and in some ways conflict. The 
old clash of temperament and of Interest, as old as Crecy and 
Agincourt, again asserts itself. Of this clash the exchange be- 
tween M. Briand and Lord Curzon is characteristic. Just before 
leaving Washington M. Briand gave out a highly indiscreet in- 
terview in which he sneered at the British opposition to the 
French submarine program, declaring: "Capital ships cost; they 
are for the rich. Submarines don't cost much; they are for the 
poor." In the heat of the moment M. Briand even hinted that 
the capital ships of England might be intended for use against 
-France. 


Lord Curzon's reply—for it is that in effect, if not in inten- 
tion—was made Friday in a public address in London. It is 
naturally more studied than M. Briand's utterances, but its im- 
plications are plain. "We shall convert Germany into a peace- 
ful member of the international court of Europe," said Lord 
Curzon, "only if the great powers combine, not merely to en- 
force the treaty, but to make it clear that no policy of retalia- 
tion or revenge would be tolerated by them, and that they will 
assist Germany to play her part, provided she shows sincerity 
and good-will." In another part of the speech he said: "If 
France were to. attempt to adopt an isolated or individual policy 
of her own she would not in the long run injure Germany and 
she would fail to protect herself." 


The sting of these remarks is that the present policy of 
France is admittedly one of isolation. Failing to secure guaran- 
tees of protection from England and the United States, she has 
set out to potect herself. There is a growing opinion here and 
in England that the steps she has taken are more likely to pro- 
voke a calamity than to avert one, but, as M. Briand demon- 
strated in his address before the conference and again in his 
speech at the Lotos Club last week, they have at least a show 
of logic. The answer to them, at least, is not to declare them 
illogical. 


In order to get at the roots of the trouble we must go back 


to the Versailles conference and to the failure of President Wil- 
son and the ^American Senate to agree upon terms of our en- 
trance into the League of Nations. Nothing but an international 
agreement, similar in purpose if not in terms, to the covenant of 
the league can rescue France from a disastrous course and pre- 
serve indefinitely the peace of Europe. The widening gap be- 
tween France and England need not threaten war between the 
two countries, but it does threaten a return to anarchistic con- 
ditions which would almost certainly bring about a new strug- 
gle on the continent within this generation.

Federal quarantine regulations 
for 


the control of the corn borer in Ohio 
have 
recently 
been announced by 


Hepry C. Wallace, Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 


The quarantine is not drastic but 


prevents the shipping of produce from 
infested areas in the State without ex- 
amination by fedeial luspectors. 


Com, broom corn, sorghum, sudan 


grass, celery, green peas in pod, spin- 
ach, 
rhubarb and cut flowers are in- 


cluded in the quarantine restrictions. 
Shelled corn in not subjected to quar- 
antine restrictions. 


Tho infested area of Ohio includes 


portions of Ashtabula, Cuyahoga, Erie, 
Lake, Lorain, Lucas and Ottawa ccAm- 
ties. 


Inspectors will issue certificates of 


inspection for plants and plant prod- 
ucts produced in infested districts that 
aie free from infestations of the com 
borer. 


The regulations took effect Novem- 


ber 15, 1921.
